Payne today announced his approval 
of instructions reducing the salaries 
of assistant postmasters at the fol- 
lowing second-class postofiices to 50 
per cent, of the salaries of the re-

postmasters:

Flushing, Fredonia and Geneva, N.

H.; Stamford, Conn.; Stevens Point, 
Wis., and Ponce and San Juan, Porto 
Rico. He has found thirty-six offi- 
cials in the postal service who hold 
offices under designations 
not au- 


thorized by law and directed that 
their positions be changed to con- 
form to the law governing them. 
They were in the following offices: 
New Orleans, 
New York, Boston, 


Brooklyn, Buffalo, 
Cincinnati, De-. 


troit, St. Louis, Washington, Chester, 
Pa., Los Angeles, Louisville, Nash- 
ville, Newburgh, N. Y., tTtica and 
Chicago. Among these designations 
not authorized by law are "superin- 
tendent of stations" (although there

He Accuses "Red" Baker of 


Having Robbed-Him

Fort Wayne and the laws of the state of 
Indiana, under and by virtue of which said 
company is now operating and supplying 
said-consumers, the said'Company is required 
to furnish and supply factories and all other 
consumers alike and -without discr'imhm- 
tion. notwithstanding the supply is insuf- 
ficient for the use of all, and, 


Whereas, It is insisted by said company, 


that because of the failure of" the supply, 
the cost of delivery from the fields to tho 
city is many times what it formerly was, 
and that the cost increases as the supply

The Faith of the Church is De- 


clared to Be Unchanged 


by the Revision, 


Los Angeles, Cal., May 29.—The 


Presbyterian church 
of the United 


States in general assembly yesterday 
finally disposed of the question of 
revision of the creed that has been 
before the last three general assem- 
blies and which has agitated Presby- 
terian circles for the 
past fifteen 


years. The assembly by unanimous 
vote adopted the revision of the con- 
fession of faith as prepared by the 
committee appointed by the general 
assembly in 1901. 
Besides clearing 


the calendar of this important ques- 
tion the assembly disposed of the 
"Tennessee overture" in regard to 
"separata presbyteries in the same 
territory," 
which 
was 
commonly 


known as the "colored qunstioa" of 
the Presbyterian church, and the re- 
port of the special committee on di- 
vorce and remarriage. Several minor 
reports also were heard during the 
day, which on the whole has been the 
busiest of the assembly's sessions. 


DOCTBINES UNCHANGED.

Putnam, from the committee on bills 
and overtures, reported a simple rec- 
ommendation that overtures on "sep- 
arate presbyteries for colored minis- 
ters," which had corae up from Ten- 
nessee and other southern states, be 
referred to a committee of five, this 
committee to report to the next gen- 
eral assembly.

ica does authoritatively 
declare as 


follows:" 


Then follows the text of changes in soc/if^ ^ 


the confession 'of faith. 
AGAINST INFANT DAMNATION. 


By the adoption of the elevgn over- 


tures important additions, amplifica- 
tions and amendments are made lo 
the articles of the confession of faith. 
Of these one of the most vital is' the 
erection into' the church doctrine of 
the belief that all who die in infancy 
are saved, which is embodied in the 
declaratory 
statements 
regarding 


chapter 3 of the confession, of faith 
and chapter 10, section 3: 
. 


"That concerning those who are 


saved in Christ, the doctrine of God's 
eternal decree is held in harmony 
with the doctrine of His love to all 
mankind, His gift of His Son to be 
the propitiation for the sins of the. 
whole world and His readiness to be- 
stow His saving grace 
on. all'who 


seek it; that concerning those who 
perish, the doctrine of God's eternal 
decree is held in harmony with the 
doctrine that God desires not 
the 


death of any sinner, but has provid- 
ed in Christ a salvation sufficient for 
all, adapted for all and freely offered 
in the gospel to all; that 
men are 


fully responsible for their treatment 
of God's gracious offer; that His de- 
cree hinders no man from accepting 
that offer and that no man is con- 
demned except on the ground of his 


increasing the membership to seven. 
The amendment was accepted and the 
resolution was adopted. 


SEE PERIL IN DIVORCE EVIL. 
The report of the special committee 


on divorce and remarriage was then 
token up, 
Dr. Charles A- Dickey, 


chairman, speaking in support of its 
recommendations. 
The report was 


in part as follows: 


"The question is serious enough. 


The state is imperiled, the family is 
threatened, and the 
church, the 


guardian of both, too frequently puts 
its seal and sanction upon unright- 
eous relationships, does not refuse 
its sacrament to those who lightly 
regard the sacred bonds of marriage 
and for reasons not rocogaized in 
God's word separate themselves and 
seek new alliances. 


"Unless ministers will carefully in- 


form themselves of the social con- 
dition of persons proposing mar- 
riage and strictly conform to the 
laws of God regarding divorce and re- 
marriage revealed in the scriptures, 
and unless 
professing Christians

and remarriage and to secure such 
uniformity of legislation thereon as 
may best 
promote the 
purity of 


"Besolved, That this general as- 


sembly hereby enjoins all ministers 
under its care and authority to re- 
fuse to perform the marriage cere- 
mony in the cases of divorced per- 
sons,' except as such persons have 
been divorced upon groimds and for 
causes recognized as scriptural in 
the standards of the 
Presbyterian 


church in the 
United 
States of 


America. 


"Besolved, That the committee ap- 


pointed by the general assembly of 
1902 is Continued, with instructions 
to diligently pursue the work in- 
trusted to it, and to report to the 
next general assembly.''

How Players Differ In Their loulng 


Jlediodn. 


Tom Brown, the once fanious player 


and later a National league umpire, 
has the following to say concerning the 
difference in the throwing of players: 


"Some players throw what is known 


as a heavy ball, while others have a 
throw that carries the ball just as 
far and just as true, but the sphere 
that shoots frdta their hands falls In 
the glove as light as thistledown fall- 
ing on a carpet. In his book, 'A Ball 
Player's Career,' 'Uncle' Anson ex- 
plains that Ed Williamson and Tom 
Burns threw the light ball which shot 
through the air true as a bullet and 
fell softly intp the hand, soft .as a bird 
lighting on the ground. Billy Sunday, 
on the contrary, had what I call the 
heavy throw, and the sphere fell in the 
grasp of the player at the other end 
with a thud and weight of a chunk of 
lead. 


"This apparently strange phenome- 


non Anson says he cannot explain. He 
will leave it to the scientists. I can 
account for It easy enough. Burns and 
Williamson, in dismissing the ball, 
used a snappy, jerky toss, a sort of 
half swing, getting the ball away from 
them like a flash. Sunday, on the con- 
trary, gathered himself for a full arm 
swing and evei-y fiber of his back and 
forearm 
muscles was behind the
